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Senate Okays Gubernatorial Campaign Fund

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — In the face of a veto threat, the state 


Senate has passed legislation to provide partial public funding 
of gubernatorial election races. The bill, embroiled in a dispute 
between Gov. William Millikcn and the Democratic-controlled 
legislature, was approved 21-12 Wednesday. Milliken has 
threatened to veto it unless another measure regulating cam- 
paign financing is changed to meet Republican objections. 


The public funding bill would employ a J2 check-off on per- 


sonal income tax forms to divert lax revenues into a special fund 
for gubernatorial campaigns. The intent is to reduce the poli- 


tical influence of large contributors by letting candidates share 


an estimated $3 million a year in public money. The bill returns 


to the House for agreement in Senate changes after a near- 
straight party line vote. Only one Democrat — Sen. Thomas 
Guastello, D-Sterling Heights — opposed th bill, along with 11 
Republicans. All "yes" votes were Democratic. 


The other bill regulating campaign financing for other offices 


is in a House committee. Milliken said the two bills are linked 
and cannot be enacted separately. The governor claims the 
campaign reform measure treats business unfairly, lets too 
many donations go unreported, and* permits unions to shuffle 
campaign money among their local units. - 


"We need a mechanism for disclosure of the source and 


amounts of non-public matching funds in gubernatorial elec- 
tions, as well as for contributions in other elections," Milliken 


said Wednesday. "The public funding bill does not provide for 
sufficient public disclosure. There should be no doubt about my 
intention. As it stands alone. I would veto it." Democrats 
angrily called Milliken's approach to the two bills "outrageous, 
shameful, and blackmail," and said they will not bow to such 
pressure. They declined to meet with the governor to discuss 
their differences over the campaign funding measure.

Wholesale Price Index

Wholesale prices soared nine- 
tenths of 1 per cent in Sep- 
tember, the sharpest increase in 
11 months, due primarily to 
higher costs for farm products 
and a broad range of industrial 
goods, the government reported 
today.

The September increase was 


the largest since wholesale 
prices rose 1.1 per cent last Oc- 
tober. It followed a decline of 


one-tenth of 1 per cent in 
August, and increases which 
averaged three-tenths of 1 per 
cent in the three preceding 
months. 


The new surge in prices is 


likely to mean higher costs 
ahead for consumers, since 
changes at the wholesale level 
are generally followed at the 
retail level. 


The increases probably will 


be reflected first at super- 
market counters.

It 
showed 38.2 per cent thought 
Carter had won, 34.6 per cent 
rated Ford the victor, and the 
rest called it a tie .or said, they 
didn't know who won. 


The theoretical margin of 


error for .a sample of this size is 
about 2.9 per cent in either 
direction if the results are 
projected to reflect the reaction 
of the entire debate audience. 


So neither man was a clearcut 


winner. By similar margins. 
Ford gained the advantage in an 
identical survey after the first 
debate, two weeks ago. 


While Carter's margin over 


Ford was statistically small, the 
scores in his favor were consis- 
tent throughout the varied 
questions asked in the survey, 
which reinforces the poll's basic 
finding. 


The poll also showed that 


Carter had slightly increased 
his lead over Ford in the 
presidential 
preferences 
of 


those who watched the televised 
debate. Before the 
debate, 


Carter led Ford 45.8 per cent to 
43 per cent. Afterward, Carter's 
margin had increased, and 
stood at 48.5 to 44.8.

Budget Director Cautions 
Business Tax Task Force

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 


While admitting the state's 
Single Business 
Tax needs 


changing, state budget director 
Gerald Miller cautioned a task 
force to tinker tenderly with the 
tax or risk nullifying its advan- 
tages. 


"You must look at the single 


business tax in terms of what 
was there before." he told a 
blue-ribbon panel appointed by 
Gov. 
William Milliken 
to 


recommend changes in the tax. 


"Any reasonable person." he 


said, would conclude that an 
eight-pronged method used to 
tax businesses from 1967 to 1975 
"was a disaster." 


Many small and labor-inten- 


sive businesses have concluded 
the same thing about the SET, 
some citing tax payments that 
have jumped by 1,000 per cent 
since 
the 
new 
plan 
was 


approved last year. 


But Miller said even that is 


better than the old system that 
failed to stimulate jobs or deter 
periodic tax increases — two 
goals he said the state and its 
businesses agree on. 


It failed, he said, because the 


old system relied too heavily on 
taxing profits, which tend to 
drop during recessions and 
force tax rates up. 


He told the task force, headed 


by Lt. Gov. James Damman, 
that any changes they suggest 
should haw four goals in mind, 
the same goals which the SET 
was written to accomplish: 


—Job development. "Maybe 


we can do more" by revising the 
tax. Miller told the group. 


—Stability, to smooth out the 


state's 
traditional 
"roller- 


coaster" economy. 


—Simplicity in calculating 


and paying the tax. 


—Minimal increased burdens 


on various business sectors. 


State officials touted the new 


scheme, which levies a flat 2.35 
per cent tax on a business's 
profits, payroll, interest and 
depreciation, as a way to erase 
inequities in the old system. 


They also claimed it would 


encourage capital development 
and increase jobs in Michigan, 
partly by allowing firms to 
write off 100 per cent of their 
capital investments. Healthy 
capital-intensive industries, like 
the auto makers and utilities, 
are "generally what makes a 
community survive," Miller 
said. 


But early results of a task 


force 
survey 
of Michigan 


businesses show 62 per cent 
disagreed with the whole con- 
cept. 80 per cent thought it 
inequitable, and 64 per cent said 
it was no simpler than old laws. 


So far, however, only about 12 


per cent of the -1,000 businesses 
questioned have responded to 


the survey. The task force will 
pay 510,000 to 815,000 to repeat 
its plea for comments, saying it 
cannot suggest changes until it 
has enough data on what is 
wrong. 


Miller told business experts 


on the panel that problems he 
sees with the SET are that it is 
not as simple as it should be; it 
leans more heavily on small 
businesses than intended; and 
its directions for estimating an- 
nual 
tax 
payments 
needs 


revision. 


But task force staff accoun- 


tants told the panel Wednesday 
that most proposed changes in 
the tax. aimed at assuaging 
angry 
labor-intensive 


businesses, would force the 
basic 2.35 per cent rate higher, 
possibly to 2.9 per cent, to 
guarantee the state the same 
amount of revenue.

Board Asks Moratorium 
On New State Law Schools 


G, Mich. (AP) — The state Board of Education, saying Michigan has more than 


enough lawyers, has called for a five-year moratorium on establishing any new state-sup- 
ported law schools. The board said Wednesday the state won't need any new law schools for 
at least that long because plenty of lawyers are graduating from existing schools to meet 
state needs. In a 46-page report to Gov. William G. Milliken, the board said Michigan is 
producing about 1,200 new lawyers a year, a number that "appears to be adequate to meet 
the traditional need for lawyers in the next five to 10 years." Millikcn had asked the state 
board to determine if Michigan needed more than the five existing public and private law 
schools. Three state colleges and universities — Michigan State University, Western 
Michigan University and Grand Valley College — have indicated interest in starting such 
programs. The state board said the number of lawyers in Michigan has increased by nearly 
28 per cent in the last five years. There were 13,971 licensed lawyers in February 1976 
compared to 10,944 in 1971, the board said. The board added the state should have more 
law-related courses in high school and college, not to train budding lawyers, but because 
citizens have "liltle concept of their legal rights and responsibilities."

“ Any reasonable person.” he 
said, would conclude that an 
eight-pronged method used to 
tax businesses from 1967 to 1975 
“ was a disaster.” 
Many sm all and labor-inten­ 
sive businesses have concluded 
the same thing about the SBT, 
some citing tax payments that 
have jumped by 1,000 per cent 
since 
the 
new 
plan 
was 
approved last year. 


But M iller said even that is 
better than the old system that 
failed to stim ulate jobs or deter 
periodic tax increases — two 
goals he said the state and its 
businesses agree on. 
It failed, he said, because the 
old system re bed too heavily on 
taxing profits, which tend to 
drop during recessions and 
force tax rates up. 
He told the task force, headed 
by Lt. Gov. Jam es Dam m an, 
that any changes they suggest 
should have four goals in nund, 
the sam e goals which the SBT 
was written to accomplish 
—Job developm ent. “ Maybe 


we can do m ore” by rev ising the 
tax. Miller told the group 
—Stability, to smooth out the 
state’s 
traditional 
“ roller­ 
coaster” economy. 
—Sim plicity in calculating 
and {laying the tax. 
—Minimal increased burdens 
on various business sectors. 
State officials touted the new 
scheme, which levies a flat 2.35 
per cent tax on a business’s 
profits, payroll, interest and 
depreciation, as a way to erase 
inequities in the old system. 
They also claim ed it would 
encourage capital development 
and increase jobs in Michigan, 
partly by allowing firm s to 
w rite off 100 per cent of their 
capital investm ents. Healthy 
capital-intensive industries, like 
the auto m akers and utilities, 
are “ generally what m akes a 
com m unity survive,” M iller 
said. 
But early results of a task 
force 
survey 
of 
Michigan 
businesses show 62 per cent 
disagreed with the whole con­ 
cept. 80 per cent thought it 
inequitable, and 64 per cent said 
it was no simpler than old laws. 
So far, however, only about 12 
per cent of the 4,000 businesses 
questioned have responded to 


the survey. The task force will 
pay $10,000 to $15.IKMI to repeat 
its plea for comments, saying it 
cannot suggest changes until it 
has enough data on what is 
wrong. 


Miller told business experts 
on the panel that problem s he 
sees with the SBT are that it is 
not as simple as it should be; it 
leans more heavily on sm all 
businesses than intended; and 
its directions for estim ating an­ 
nual 
tax 
paym ents 
needs 
revision. 
But task force staff accoun­ 
tants told the panel Wednesday 
that most proposed changes in 
the tax, aim ed at assuaging 
angry 
labor-intensive 


businesses, would force the 
basic 2.35 per cent rate higher, 
possibly to 2.9 per cent, to 
guarantee the state the sam e 
amount of revenue.

Board Asks Moratorium 


On New State Law Schools 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The state Board of Education, saying Michigan has more than 
enough lawyers, has called for a five-year m oratorium on establishing any new state-sup­ 
ported law schools The board said Wednesday the state won’t need any new law schools for 
at least that long because plenty of lawyers are graduating from existing schools to meet 
state needs In a 46-page report to Gov. William G Milliken, the board said Michigan is 
producing about 1,200 new lawyers a year, a number that “ appears to be adequate to meet 
the traditional need for lawyers in the next five to 10 years ” Milliken had asked the state 
board to determine if Michigan needed more than the five existing public and private law 
schools. Three state colleges and universities — Michigan State University, Western 
Michigan University and Grand Valley College — have indicated interest in starting such 
programs. The state board said the number of lawyers in Michigan has increased by nearly 
28 per cent in the last five years. There were 13,971 licensed lawyers in February 1976 
compared to 10,944 in 1971, the board said. The board added the state should have more 
law-related courses in high school and college, not to train budding lawyers, but because 
citizens have “ little concept of their legal rights and responsibilities.”

Note that the sneak punch doesn't 


come until the very last part of the 
proposal, section (e). Up till then, the 
voter could think only those earning 
over $20,000 annual taxable income 
would pay more. Unless he or she is 
careful, the voter won't realize that 
after Jan. 1,1978, the $20,000 could be 
reduced by the Legislature to $10,000, 
or even $5,000. 


Anyone who wants to argue that the 


tax bite on lower incomes will not be 
raised had better go to the history 
books. When the graduated federal 
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income tax was adopted in 1913, it 
called for a tax of one per cent on 
incomes up to $20,000 and a surtax of 
one to six per cenl on incomes above 
§20,000 up to $200,000.

Both good and bad news can be 


found in the FBI's latest crime survey. 
That is better than similar reports of 
the recent past have been. 


For the first six months of this year, 


reported serious crime rose 3 per cent. 
While still an increase, that is a con- 
siderable improvement over the 13 per 
cent increase reported for the first half 
of last year. This year's crime growth 
is due largely to an 11 per cent 
increase in the category of larceny- 
theft. 


Violent crimes are down for the year 


so far — by 6 per cent. That is the best 
news of all and continues a trend 
which first appeared in the second 
quarter of last year. 


A surge in thefts of automobile ac- 


cessories — partic-ularly citizen band 
radios — accounts for a large part of 
the larceny-theft increase.

celebrating the apparent down curve 
of serious crime: The high plateau it 
has climbed to in recent decades and 
the 
acknowledgement 
by 
many 


authorities that far more crimes are 
committed than are reported. 


Nevertheless, national crime statis- 


tics reported by the FBI comprise the 
only national tabulation and they are 
generally accepted as a fair trend in- 
dicator. The time to applaud the trend 
will be when it is dropping as rapidly 
as it rose for too many years.

WASHINGTON — The Soviet 


Union now seems to be building 
a nuclear arsenal clearly much 
greater than needed for defense. 


The megatonnage of some 


major new weapon types is 
larger by far than practical for 
any known military purpose, 
particularly when Soviet strides 
in weapons accuracy are taken 
into account. 


.No one here knows what the 


Russians have in mind. 


The 
buildup 
in 
weapons 


numbers, if continued at the 
current pace, could give the 
Russians 
a 
first-strike 


capability. That is. on paper at 
least, they'd have the ability to 
knock out a crippling number of 
U.S. missiles while leaving suf- 
ficient numbers of their own in 
readiness to retaliate against 
any American counterattack. 


That this capability is Mos- 


cow's aim becomes all the more 
worrisome when the number 
trend is combined with the 
current Soviet all-out push for 
the development of mobile in- 
tercontinental 
missiles, 
a 


mobility which could make it 
exceedingly difficult for U.S. 
defense missiles to knock out 
more fhan a small proportion of 
these new weapons. 


This first-strike danger, if it 


comes, would show up in the 
1980s. 


But predicting Soviet future 


buildups is a fuzzy task. Time 
and again, analysts with major 
credentials in carefulness have 
overestimated what the Rus- 
sians 
would do. Thus we 


predicted, from early Soviet 
bomber production trends years 
ago 
that . they'd 
built 
a 


dangerously-large 
intercon- 


tinental bombing force. This did 
not happen. 


Later, there was the "missile 


gap" — a major campaign issue 
of the I960 presidential race. 
That particular gap did not 
develop. It was learned later the 
Russians did not at that time 
have the capability of expanding 
their production at the rate their 
early buildup suggested. 


The pace and diversity of the 


Russian missile buildup today 
could likewise slacken in the 
years ahead. The "problem is 
that we cannot be certain. And 
we cannot wait to find out. It 
would take at least seven years 
to catch up. a period during 
which the U.S. would be in the 
same position the Russians 
were in at the time of the Cuban 
missile crisis — with all the 
danger to our safety and the 
safety of the free world this 
would involve. We of necessity 
must assume and prepare for 
the worst. 


Another major Soviet trend, 


the 
development 
and 


deployment of new, shorter 
range missiles with exceedingly 
powerful warheads, is more 
puzzling. The military analysts 
I'm in contact with believe 
weapons of this overpowered 
type are impractical in modern 
military operations. Even the 
much smaller warheads on the 
nuclear weapons that the U.S. 
has deployed in Western Europe 
are now considered by many to 
be not only much more powerful 
than necessary to destroy the 
objectives they're targeted for 
but dangerous to use, in that 
they'd create more damage to 
friendly forces and populations 
than anyone here wants. The 
new 
Russian 
shorter-range 


nuclear weapons would create 
small-scale wastelands. 


There are analysts here who 


believe, after considering all the 
evidence available, that these 
are terror weapons, designed 
(hopefully) not for use. but to 
frighten 
the 
Western 


Europeans, the Chinese and 
other peoples on their borders 
sufficiently to enable Moscow to 
have its way in Africa, the Mid- 
dle East and Southeast Asia. 


This theory would fit too with 


the expansion in numbers of in- 
tercontinental missiles which, 
as mentioned above, seems in 
the cards. This buildup could be 
aimed at keeping the U.S. neu- 
tral while the Soviet Union 
trains and supplies revolu- 
tionaries to take over the 
governments of small.nations 
here and there. 


'Frank Talk' 
On Rhodesia 


Something about politics in a 


democracy seems to demand 
that all issues of policy be 
presented in moralistic terms — 
even when the policies are as 
messy as they may be neces- 
sary. 


The rationale for Secretary 


Henry 
Kissinger's 
present 


course in Rhodesia is crystal 
clear and a strong ease can be 
made in support of it. Kis- 
singer's critics on the right have 
been 
growling 
about 
his 


Rhodesia policy, but they have 
not come up with a plausible 
alternative course. Kissinger's 
cold-blooded exercise in Real- 
politik, however, is being sold to 
the public in terms of treacly 
moralistic 
slogans 
about 


"majority rule," "social jus- 
tice." "equality" and whatnot. 


If Kissinger were to speak 


frankly about Rhodesia and the 
rest of Southern Africa, he 
would no doubt say something 
like the following: 


"After the collapse of the 


Portuguese position in Angola 
and Mozambique, the position of 
Rhodesia became untenable. A 
glance at the map is enough to 
demonstrate this. Rhodesia at 
that point was surrounded on 
three sides by hostile or poten- 
tially hostile black states, and, 
internally, Rhodesia's 
white 


population consisted of only a 
tiny minority. 


"Two 
ways 
existed 
for 


Rhodesia to move toward black, 
but certainly not 'majority,' 
rule. If the whites were to be 
defeated 
by 
Soviet-backed 


guerrillas and/or CuBans, then 
the emerging black dictatorship 
would undoubtedly be Marxist 
and oriented toward the Soviets. 


"If, however, through a com- 


bination of carrot and stick — 
and, given the objective weak- 
ness of the Rhodesian whites, 
more stick than carrot — the 
whites could be made to hand 
over 
power 
to 
designated 


'moderate' blacks, then another 
kind of Rhodesia might emerge, 
must more friendly to U.S. and 
Western interests. 


"This is the game we are 


currently playing, in tandem 
with 
the 
British. 
Leftists, 


Marxists, and Communists call 


it 'neo-colonialism,' and in a 
sense they are right. We wish to 
preserve our influence and pro- 
tect our interests through hav- 
ing a say in who succeeds to 
power. Such neo-colonialism, 
however, has met with reasona- 
ble success in other places, such 
as Zaire, Kenya, and Nigeria. 
Under the circumstances, it is 
our best option. 


"Of course, the principal 


price will be paid by the white 
Rhodesian minority. At the very 
best, the transition will be 
messy. The whites will lose 
their farms, houses, property — 
but may be we can compensate 
them somehow, and we will do 
whatever we can to prevent a 
slaughter. 


"This policy, painful as it will 


be for some, does possess some 
amusing ironies. 


"We are, of course, engaged 


in 'destabilizing' the Smith 
regime 
in 
Salisbury, 


overthrowing it, that is. Those 
who have been so vociferous 
about our "intervening" in the 
"domestic affairs" of other 
countries have been strangely 
silent through all of this. It is 
pleasant not to have to listen to 
the slogans of idiots."

Once again the usual economic myth 
is abroad in the land, the same one 
which appears with regularity at each 
election. That is that by shifting the 
tax burden from one group of tax­ 
payers to another, somehow the total 
burden miraculously will 
become 
lighter for all and unprecendented 
prosperity will result. 
In Michigan, the current mythology 
is known as Proposal D on the Nov. 2nd 
ballot. It’s a proposal to change the 
state constitution 
to 
replace 
the 
present flat rate state income tax with 
a graduated state income tax. 
Proponents of Proposal D hail it as a 
sure way to ease the working m an’s 
burden, soak the rich and generously 
fund all the old state services plus a 
host of new ones. 
The truth is that Proposal D might 
cut the working m an’s burden one or 
two years. 
But 
“ after that, 
the 
deluge!” The amendment is written to 
give the Legislature carte blanche 
after Jan. 1, 1978, to set bases and 
rates of personal income taxes. 
In short, Mr. Blue Collar Worker 
will soon be getting hit so hard he’ll 
pop every button on his shirt. There 
just aren’t enough rich 
folks in 
Michigan to provide all the money that 
Lansing’s fat cat bureaucrats want. 
And a lot of those who are here will be 
leaving fast. 
Michigan already has an horrendous 
reputation 
for repelling industry. 
Higher personal income taxes on 
executives will make it even worse. 
The writers of the proposed consti­ 
tutional amendment were clever. They 
made it sound as if just the rich get 
soaked. Here’s how it’ll appear on the 
ballot: 


PROPOSAL D 


Proposal to replace the present flat rate 
state income tax with a graduated state 
income tax for calendar year 1977; there­ 
after, rates and bases of state income taxes 
to be determined by the legislature 


THE PROPOSED AMENDMENT WOULD: 


(a) 
Remove constitutional ban on graduated income tax; 


(b) 
Reduce to 3 9% maximum, the income tax rate on 
taxable personal income of an individual or individu­ 
als filing a joint return or, the first *20,000 «0 of tax­ 
able personal income, or joint return personal income, 
adjured upwards by *1.500 00 for taxpayer and each 
dependent;

Raise tax rate of individual taxpayers on income over 
that amount to replace the loss of revenue anused by 
above tax reduction; 


(d) 
Establish constitutional minimum *1.500.00 exemption 
for taxpayer and each dependent; 


(«) 
After January 1. 1971 permit the legislature to es­ 
tablish bases and rates of personal income taxes

Note that the sneak punch doesn’t 
come until the very last part of the 
proposal, section (e). Up till then, the 
voter could think only those earning 
over $20,000 annual taxable income 
would pay more. Unless he or she is 
careful, the voter won’t realize that 
after Jan. 1, 1978, the $20,000 could be 
reduced by the Legislature to $10,000. 
or even $5,000 
Anyone who wants to argue that the 
tax bite on lower incomes will not be 
raised had better go to the history 
books. When the graduated federal 
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income tax was adopted in 1913, it 
called for a tax of one per cent on 
incomes up to $20,000 and a surtax of 
one to six per cent on incomes above 
$20,000 up to $200,000. 
Isn't 
that 
$20,000 
fig u re . 
a 
remarkable coincidence? 
Blue Collar Workers, compare that 
one per cent of 1913 with today’s 
withholding from your pay check. 
Soak the rich? Ha! The big-spending 
Democratically-controlled Legislature 
will cut the $20,000 base faster than it 
takes to say “ let 'em eat cake.” 
And even if the base isn’t cut by 
statute, it will be cut by inflation. 
Wages are rising six to 12 per cent a 
year. It won’t be long until inflation 
will likely put most wage-earning 
families in the $20,000 class. 
Like snake oils of the past, such 
elixirs as Proposal D are not designed 
to effect a cure — because they cannot 
— but are supposed to create a myopic 
trance among the electorate. 
In other words: Hello, Sucker!

Right Away 


Both good and bad news can be 
found in the FBI’s latest crime survey. 
That is better than similar reports of 
the recent past have been. 
For the first six months of this year, 
reported serious crime rose 3 per cent. 
While still an increase, that is a con­ 
siderable improvement over the 13 per 
cent increase reported for the first half 
of last year. This year’s crime growth 
is due largely to an 11 per cent 
increase in the categorv of larcenv- 
theft. 


Violent crimes are down for the year 
so far — by 6 per cent. That is the best 
news of all and continues a trend 
which first appeared in the second 
quarter of last year. 
A surge in thefts of automobile ac­ 
cessories — partic-ularly citizen band 
radios — accounts for a large part of 
the larceny-theft increase. 
Two 
factors 
mitigate 
against 
celebrating the apparent down curve 
of serious crime: The high plateau it 
has climbed to in recent decades and 
the 
acknowledgement 
by 
many 
authorities that far more crimes are 
committed than are reported. 
Nevertheless, national crime statis­ 
tics reported by the FBI comprise the 
only national tabulation and they are 
generally accepted as a fair trend in­ 
dicator. The time to applaud the trend 
will be when it is dropping as rapidly 
as it rose for too many vears.

WASHINGTON - The Soviet 
Union now seems to be building 
a nuclear arsenal clearly much 
greater than needed for defense. 
The m egatonnage of some 
m ajor new weapon types is 
larger by far than practical for 
any known m ilitary purpose, 
particularly when Soviet strides 
in weapons accuracy are taken 
into account. 
No one here knows what the 
Russians have in mind. 
The 
buildup 
in 
weapons 
num bers, if continued at the 
current pace, could give the 
Russians 
a 
first-strike 
capability. That is. on paper at 
least, they’d have the ability to 
knock out a crippling number of 
U.S. missiles while leaving suf­ 
ficient numbers of their own in 
readiness to retaliate against 
any American counterattack 
That this capability is Mos­ 
cow’s aim becomes all the more 
worrisome when the num ber 
trend is combined with the 
current Soviet all-out push for 
the developm ent of mobile in­ 
tercontinental 
m issiles, 
a 
mobility which could make it 
exceedingly difficult for U.S. 
defense m issiles to knock out 
more than a small proportion of 
these new weapons. 
This first-strike danger, if it 
comes, would show up in the 
1980s. 
But predicting Soviet future 
buildups is a fuzzy task. Time 
and again, analysts with major 
credentials in carefulness have 
overestim ated what the Rus­ 
sians 
would 
do. 
Thus 
we 
predicted, from early Soviet 
bomber production trends years 
ago 
that 
they’d 
built 
a 
dangerously-large 
intercon­ 
tinental bombing force. This did 
not happen. 
Later. there was the "m issile 
gap" — a major campaign issue 
of the 1960 presidential race. 
That particular gap did not 
develop. It was learned later the 
R ussians did not at that tim e 
have the capability of expanding 
their production at the rate their 
early buildup suggested. 
The pace and diversity of the 


Russian m issile buildup today 
could likewise slacken in the 
years ahead The problem is 
that we cannot be certain. And 
we cannot wait to find out. It 
would take at least seven years 
to catch up, a period during 
which the U.S. would be in the 
sam e position 
the Russians 
were in at the time of the Cuban 
m issile crisis — with all the 
danger to our safety and the 
safety of the free world this 
would involve. We of necessity 
m ust assum e and prepare for 
the worst. 
Another m ajor Soviet trend, 
the 
developm ent 
and 
deployment of new, shorter 
range missiles with exceedingly 
powerful w arheads, is more 
puzzling. The military analysts 
I’m in contact with believe 
weapons of this overpowered 
type are im practical in modern 
m ilitary operations. Even the 
much sm aller warheads on the 
nuclear weapons that the U.S. 
has deployed in Western Europe 
are now considered by many to 
be not only much more powerful 
than necessary to destroy the 
objectives they're targeted for 
but dangerous to use, in that 
they'd create more dam age to 
friendly forces and populations 
than anyone here wants. The 
new 
Russian 
shorter-range 
nuclear weapons would create 
small-scale wastelands. 
There are analysts here who 
believe, after considering all the 
evidence available, that these 
are terror weapons, designed 
(hopefully) not for use. but to 
frighten 
the 
W estern 
Europeans, the Chinese and 
other peoples on their borders 
sufficiently to enable Moscow to 
have its way in Africa, the Mid­ 
dle Fast and Southeast Asia. 
This theory would fit too with 
the expansion in numbers of in­ 
tercontinental m issiles which, 
as mentioned above, seem s in 
the cards. This buildup could be 
aimed at keeping the U.S. neu­ 
tral while the Soviet Union 
trains 
and 
supplies 
revolu­ 
tionaries 
to 
take 
over 
the 
governm ents of sm all nations 
here and there. 


Something about politics in a 
dem ocracy seem s to demand 
that all issues of policy be 
presented in moralistic term s — 
even when the policies are as 
m essy as they may be neces­ 
sary. 
The rationale for Secretary 
Henry 
K issinger's 
present 
course in Rhodesia is crystal 
clear and a strong case can be 
m ade in support of it. Kis­ 
sin g ers critics on the right have 
been 
grow ling 
about 
his 
Rhodesia policy, but they have 
not come up with a plausible 
alternative course K issinger’s 
cold-blooded exercise in Real- 
politik. however, is being sold to 
the public in term s of treacly 
m oralistic 
slogans 
about 
‘ m ajority ru le .” ‘‘social ju s­ 
tice,” “ equality” and whatnot. 
If K issinger were to speak 
frankly alxmt Rhodesia and the 
rest of Southern Africa, he 
would no doubt say som ething 
like the following: 
“ After the collapse of the 
Portuguese position in Angola 
and Mozambique, the position of 
Rhodesia became untenable. A 
glance at the map is enough to 
dem onstrate this. Rhodesia at 
that point was surrounded on 
three sides by hostile or poten­ 
tially hostile black states, and, 
internally, 
Rhodesia’s white 
population consisted of only a 
tiny minority. 
“ Two 
wavs 
existed 
for 
Rhodesia to move toward black, 
but certainly not ‘m ajority,’ 
rule. If the whites were to be 
defeated 
by 
Soviet-backed 
guerrillas and/or Cubans, then 
the em erging black dictatorship 
would undoubtedly be M arxist 
and oriented toward the Soviets. 
“ If, however, through a com­ 
bination of carrot and stick — 
and, given the objective weak­ 
ness of the Rhodesian whites, 
more stick than carrot — the 
whites could be made to hand 
over 
power 
to 
designated 
m oderate’ blacks, then another 
kind of Rh'rtiesia might emerge, 
must more friendly to U.S. and 
Western interests. 
‘‘This is the gam e we are 
currently playing, in tandem 
with 
the 
British. 
Leftists, 
Marxists, and Communists call 


it ‘neo-colonialism ,’ and in a 
sense they are right. We wish to 
preserve our influence and pro­ 
tect our interests through hav­ 
ing a say in who succeeds to 
power. Such neo-colonialism, 
however, has met with reasona­ 
ble success in other places, such 
as Zaire, Kenya, and Nigeria. 
Under the circum stances, it is 
our best option. 
“ Of course, 
the principal 
pnee will be paid by the white 
Rhodesian minority. At the very 
best, the transition will be 
messy. The whites will lose 
their farms, houses, property — 
but may be we can compensate 
them somehow, and we will do 
whatever we can to prevent a 
slaughter. 
“This policy, painful as it will 
be for some, does possess some 
amusing ironies. 
“We are. of course, engaged 
in ‘destabilizing’ the Smith 
regim e 
in 
Salisbury, 
overthrowing it, that is. Those 
who have been so vociferous 
about our “ intervening” in the 
“ dom estic affairs” of other 
countries have been strangely 
silent through all of this. It is 
pleasant not to have to listen to 
the slogans of idiots.”

Mrs. Gladys Burks, coordinator of compensatory programs 
for the school system, said the object of the new program is to encourage parents to help 
children learn from everyday things around the house, thus supplementing what children 
learn at school, and helping them to maintain a better reading level.

The Fidelity building in Ben- 


ton Harbor was new on Jan. 1, 
1928, when Alfred Hinkelman. 
then 13 and supplied with a 
work permit, strode through the 
front door to begin apprentice 
training with a tenant who 
operated a dental laboratory. 


It was the downtown-hub of 


professional and business life in 
September, 1934, when Hinkel- 
man joined the ranks of tenants 
by opening his own dental 
laboratory in Room 219. 


This Saturday, Hinkelman, at 


age 62, will snap the door lock of 
Room 219 for the last time. 


The six-story Fidelity build- 


ing landmark is scheduled to be 
closed in December, unless 
someone purchases it, David C. 
Madison of Madison Real Estate 
Co., owner of the building, an- 
nounced last month. 


Hinkelman said he will con- 


tinue to operate his dental 
laboratory at 2615 Niles avenue, 
St. Joseph. 


Hinkelman's business life will 


have centered in the Fidelity 
building for 48 years, nine 
months and nine days on Satur- 
day. 


"I really wanted to remain 


here for 50 years, and I'm sorry 
I couldn't." Hinkelman said, 
while thinking over the years. 


"Most of the big people of the 


community passed through the 
Fidelity 
building over the 


years." Hinkelman recalled. 


In the early days, Hinkelman 


said the first five floors were 
packed with professional and 
business offices. 


The top sixth floor wasn't 


partitioned for offices and was 
still open. 


"There was a putting green 


on the sixth floor during the 
depression years of the 1930's, 
and the fee was something like 
310," Hinkelman said. It was a 
favorite pasttime spot, until be- 
ing turned into offices about 
1940. 


The big noon hour meeting 


place was on the ground floor in 
the Fidelity drug store, operat- 
ed for 30 years by the late Henry 
Hadley.

Sewing Hints 


By DOROTHY KING 


.My seams come apart when I 


launder my garments even 
though I used polyester thread 
recommended for the fabric. I 
heard that this was probably 
caused by an uneven tension. 
How can 1 tell when my thread 
tension is uneven. 


If your thread tension is not 


off too much you may not be 
able to look at the top and bot- 
tom threads and see the 
difference. If you are not sure of 
the tension, it would be best to 
test it. . 


To test, thread your machine 


with one color and put another 


color in the bobbin, but use the 
same type of thread in both 
needle and bobbin. 


Stitch diagonally across a 


four-inch square of fabric. Pull 
sharply 
on 
both 
ends of 


stitching. Both needle and bob- 
bin threads should break if ten- 
sion is correct. If only the 
needle thread breaks, loosen the 
needle thread tension slightly 
and test again. If only the bob- 
bin thread breaks, tighten the 
needle thread tension slightly 
and test again. Repeat until 
both threads break, then ten- 
sions are 
properly set to 


produce a balanced stitch.

Hunting Bounty 


This is the open season for 


hunting in many states. That 
means that deer, moose, wild 
boar, wild rabbit and squirrel 
will be plunked on the back 
doorsteps of the lucky shots and 
that of their friends. 


Many a 
housewife must 


decide what to do. Should she 
can that hunter's loot and put it 
down for winter? A thrifty 
thought.

"For the inexperienced first- 


time meat canner, I recommend 
quick freezing instead. No 
danger and far less work," adds 
Miss Williamson, who is a 
specialist in canning tech- 
niques. 


This is also the time when

"The best fruits available this 


late in the season are apples, 
pears and, probably, plums. Put 
up in beautiful jars they will 
make ideal Christmas gifts," 
she explains.

Here is a home canning recipe 


for pears that makes a good gift 
for men or women. 


BRANDIED PEARS 


Pare five pounds of ripe but 


entirely unblemished pears. 
Split and remove cores. In the 
meantime, make a syrup with 
three pounds of sugar and four 
cups water. Cook the pears in 
the syrup a layer at a time, until 
just tender—about five minutes. 
Lift out, cool slightly and pack 
in jars. Cook the syrup about 15 
minutes 
longer 
or 
until 


thickened. Add two cups brandy 
and pour liquid over the fruit. 
Allow headspace of one-fourth 
inch. Use white brandy (Kirsch) 
if you wish white-looking pears. 
But any good brandy will 
preserve and flavor the fruit 
equally well. Seal at once. 
Process in a water bath canner 
for 15 minutes. Makes about 4 
quarts.

educators of their children.', 


Purpose of "National Family 


Sex Education Week,, is to 
develop community family life 
education programs to assist 
parents. 


Mrs. Wisler points out that 


parents are the sex educators of 
their own children, whether 
they do it well or badly. 


"Silence and evasiveness are 


just as powerful teachers as are 
the facts," she says. 


"Everybody says that parents 


should be the primary sex 
educators, but who is preparing 
the parents for this role? In- 
deed, in terms of the values and 
spiritual life of the child, no 
outside group or agency could 
replace the family. Thus, we see 
education for sexuality taking 
place within the context of the 
family's value system which, 
hopefully, strives toward a 
family life free of racism, se- 
xism, and prejudices against 
people with other values. 


"Most churches and educa- 


tors officially support this posi- 
tion. Studies consistently have 
revealed that children do not 
acquire the information they 


need from parents. It is time for 
parents to assume this respon- 
sibility. Parents, of course, 
cannot be the sole educators; if 
they wanted to be, they would 
have to prevent their children 
from reading books, news- 
papers and magazines, keep 
them away from television, 
movies and public bathrooms, 
and certainly prohibit them 
from having any friends at all. 


"Parents are the main educa- 


tors with schools, religious and 
community groups as partners 
in a life-Ions process.

Sewing Hints

My seam s come apart when I 
launder 
my garm ents even 
though I used polyester thread 
recommended for the fabric. I 
heard that this was probably 
caused by an uneven tension. 
How can I tell when my thread 
tension is uneven. 


If your thread tension is not 
off too much you may not be 
able to look at the top and bot­ 
tom 
threads 
and 
see 
the 
difference. If you are not sure of 
the tension, it would be best to 
test it. 


To test, thread your machine 
with one color and put another 


color in the bobbin, but use the 
sam e type of thread in both 
needle and bobbin. 
Stitch diagonally across a 
four-inch square of fabric. Pull 
sharply 
on 
both 
ends 
of 
stitching. Both needle and bob­ 
bin threads should break if ten­ 
sion is correct. If only the 
needle thread breaks, loosen the 
needle thread tension slightly 
and test again. If only the bob­ 
bin thread breaks, tighten the 
needle thread tension slightly 
and test again. Repeat until 
both threads break, then ten­

Ninety per cent of births are 


quite normal, uncomplicated 
events, specialists emphasize. 
But sudden emergencies can 
occur. Some women are at high 
risk 
because 
of 
diabetes, 


toxemia of pregnancy, or other 
conditions. Some didn't have 
good prenatal care, had poor 
diets, or were addicted to drugs 
or alcohol. Premature births 
can mean a fight to save the 


.baby's life. 
• 
Saving such women from 


' heartbreak or even death for 


their babies or themselves is the 
objective of regional develop- 
ment of obstetric care. It draws 
more meaning from the fact 
that 16 other countries have a 
lower infant death rate than the 
United States. 


The concept calls for coor- 


dinating three "levels" of hos- 
pitals or centers within a 
region, or state. Each level 
would provide high quality care, 
but "the degree of complexity of 
patient 
needs 
determines 


where, and by whom, the care 
should be provided," says a 
report urging wider adoption of 
regional plans. A few stales are 
already practicing it — Wiscon- 
sin, 
Mississippi, 
Arizona, 


Colorado and North Carolina. 


Level One hospitals would 


provide service primarily for 
uncomplicated births, and be 
alert for earliest detection of 
high-risk cases. It also would 
provide-competent emergency 
care. 


Level Two units would be 


located in larger urban and 
suburban hospitals where the 
majority of deliveries occur. 
They would provide a full range 
of services for uncomplicated, 
births and the majority of 
.complicated ones. 


Level Three units would 


receive the most complicated 
cases, and operate highly ex- 
pensive intensive care units for 
mothers and infants.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - A 


measure toughening state laws 
against uncovered trucks has 
won final approval in 
the 


Michigan Legislature. 


The bill is intended to reduce 


damage to cars from objects 
failing off trucks and reduce 
accidents caused by spillage 
from trucks. 


The bill, which cleared the 


Senate 32-0 Wednesday, still 
permits loads of sand and 
gravel to be piled high above the 
truck's sideboards. Critics say 
that could lead to material 
blowing or falling unto the 
highway. 


The most significant new part 


of the bill permits a law enfor- 
cement official to ticket a truck 
owner for not properly securing 
a load without seeing anything 
fall off the truck. Under present 
law, Ihe officer has to see the 


spilling 10 penali/e the trucker. 


The bill requires that loads I* 


covered if they are piled hijiiicr 
than six inches from the top of 
the sideboard. But thai permiis 
uncovered loads to be heaped 
high in the middle — loads 
which could blow off the truck 


In 1974, the Automobile Club 


of Michigan reported 2.556 ac- 
cidents caused by uncovered 
trucks results, resulting in 11 
fatalities. The club estimated 
that more than 50,000 Michigan 
motorists pay a total of $13 
million 
in 
windshield 
and 


headlight damage yearly.

PANELISTS RATE DEBATE 


Carter Wins By Whisker

Jimmy Carter won the second 
campaign debate by a whisker 
over President Ford, in the view 
of five prominent college debate 
coaches. 


The panelists judging the 


debate for The Associated Press 
used a scorccard that gives each 
contestant from one to five 
points in each of six categories. 
Two of the coaches called fatter 
the winner by two points. Two 
others picked Ford by a single 
point. 


The fifth judge called it a 


dead heat on the basis of points, 
but awarded the decision to 
Carter on a tie-breaker standard 
used for college debates. 


Prof. Melissa Maxcy Wade of 


awarded the victory to Carter 
because, she said, he brought up 
foreign 
policy problems of 


Thailand Quiet Under New Rule 


BANGKOK. 
Thailand 
- 


Thailand's new military ruler 
clamped the iron hand of mar- 
tial law on Bangkok's blood- 
stained streets today in the 
wake of clashes that left at least 
26 persons dead and 180 wound- 
ed. 


Soldiers stood guard at some 


public buildings, strict controls 
were imposed on the local press 
and quiet returned to the capital 
as Sangad Chalwyu sought to 
bring the country under his 
control. He met no public op- 
position. 


The takeover Wednesday by 


Sangad, a hard-line anti-Com- 
munist, came alter months of 
complaints by rightists about 
growing lawlessness, corruption 
and student violence and the 
weakness 
of ousted 
prime 


minister Seni Pramoj's govern- 
ment. 


Sangad, a 60-year-old admiral 


and former defense minister, is 
generally regarded as pro- 
American. 


The military regime told all 


local newspapers today to apply 
for new publishing licenses and 
established a press censorship 
committee. However, specific 
instructions on how newspapers 
would operate in the future were 
not immediately issued. 


A military spokesman told 


reporters that international 
news agencies would have to 
submit stories "critical of the 
government" and those dealing 
with Communist activities in 
the country to the committee for 
review but other stories could 
be sent out unimpeded. 


Details of what the govern- 


ment 
considered 
"critical" 


were not provided by the 
spokesman. 


In imposing martial 
law- 


Wednesday. Sangad abolished 
parliament and the constitution, 
slapped a midnight-to-dawn 
curfew on the country, placed 
all civilian courts'under mili- 
tary jurisdiction and banned 
political meetings of more than 
five people. 


There was no open opposition 


to the moves either in the capi- 
tal or the provinces. 


Sangad contended that the 


Seni government had shown it- 
self incapable of governing and 
that a new regime was needed to 
halt Communism in Thailand. 
The coup ended three years of 
democracy. 


Sangad told the nation in a 


television broadcast Wednesday 
evening: "You can sleep well 
tonight. You don't have to live in 
fear anymore." 


Thailand's change of govern- 


ment was expected to evoke 
strong reaction from its Com- 
munist neighbors, particularly 
Vietnam, which in the past has 
criticized Bangkok's "reac- 
tionary, military clique." 


Japan's Kyodo news service 


reported today that China's of- 
ficial 
mass 
media 
have 


remained silent on the coup. 
However, a Kyodo dispatch 
from 
Peking said it was 


believed that Chinese officials 
are worried over what course 
the new Thai government may 


take in relations with China. 


In Tokyo. Foreign Minister 


Zentaro Kosaka indicated that 
Japan was ready to recognize 
the military regime as soon as it 
received formal notification of 
the takeover from the new 
government. 


The stage was set Wednesday 


for Sangad's takeover after 
rightist groups clashed with 
leftist students at Thammasat 
University and special riot 
police stormed the campus in a 
full-scale 
military 
assault, 


complete with heavy weapons. 


Rightists hanged two leftists 


and beat the bodies with sticks, 
gouged out the eyes and cut the 
throats. The body o[ another 
victim lay headless on the 
university grounds. 


In another incident, a mob 


dragged four leftist students 
from 
the 
university gates 


through nearby streets, beat 
them, 
soaked 
them 
with 


gasoline and set' them afire. 
Strips of automobile tire were 
used to feed the flames. 


Many observers said the 


violence was the most brutal 
they had ever seen in Thailand. 


The violence grew out of lef- 


tist protests against the return 
home last month of former dic- 
tator Thanom Kittikachorn, who 
was ousted in student-led riots 
in October 1973.

was not undertaking strong 
leadership and comprehensive 
foreign policy." He also found 
Carter more confident and less 
nervous than in the first debate, 
and Ford "a bit more choppy." 


Parson thought Carter "was 


more forceful than Ford" and 
"more direct, more aggressive, 
more forceful compared to last 
time." He also found "Ford 
more defensive than I thought 
Ford would be," and thought 
Carter effectively argued the 
problem of secrecy throughout 
the clash. 


Prof. 
James 
Unger 
of 


Georgetown University, who as- 
sisted The AP in setting up the 
panel, gave Ford a 21-20 edge on 
the basis of better analysis. He 
said Carter "failed to relate is- 


sues of excessive secrecy and 
immorality to the practical 
conduct of that foreign policy." 


Unger. who had awarded the 


lowest scores in the first debate, 
found 
"substantial 


improvement by both -speakers' 
this time and said "both of them 
indicated they could articulate a 
leadership position and effec- 
tively represent this country' in 
either private negotiations or 
public forums." 


Dr. Barbara O'Connor of 


California State University. 
Sacramento, found the debate 
"much better, much more 


lively" than last time and 
picked Ford. 25-24. 
^

Probe Welfare Check Theft Plot 


DETROIT (AP) - An ap- 


parent 
scheme 
to 
steal 


thousands of dollars in welfare 
checks has led investigators to 
several cut-rate Detroit hotels 
which may have been used as 
clearinghouses for the forged 
and stolen checks. 


The Detroit Free Press 


reported that at least 83 unen- 
dorsed welfare checks totaling 
nearly $7,000 were deposited in 
the bank accounts of the now- 
defunct Camelot and Gladstone 
Hotels. 


Although an auditor for the 


state Department of Social Ser- 
vices said it is against depart- 
ment policy to honor unen- 
dorsed checks, the checks were 
accepted by the J>ank and 


honored by the Wayne County 
Department of Social Services. 


A deputy director of the state 


welfare department, Paul Allen, 
said 
state 
officials cannot 


explain why the Wayne County 
agency and the bank accepted 
the checks. Officials of the state 
welfare department say the 
responsibility for running the 
county agency rests with its 
director, R.B. Shelton. 


Shelton was not available for 


comment, and a spokeswoman 
for his department would only 
say the matter is "under inves- 
tigation.'

suspect some employes at the 
hotels, the banks and the wel- 
fare department 
may have 


conspired to cash the unen- 
dorsed checks. 


An official at the bank where 


the checks were cashed said 
tellers should not have accepted 
them, and added the bank is 
checking its personnel to find 
out who cashed the checks and 
why. 


The hotels' former owner, 


Leslie Crane, acknowledged 
Wednesday 
that 
former 


employes might have deposited 
the checks as part of a scheme 
to steal the money. Crane 
denied any previous knowledge 
of the large number of unen- 
dorsed checks deposited by his 
hotels. 


Crane said he has given 


federal welfare fraud investiga- 


tors information that indicates 
some of his former employes 
were involved in an organized 
cheek-stealing and forgery ring 
in 1K75 that may have netted as 
much as $10.000.

Crime Task Force is investigat- 
ing three rings that allegedly 
dealt in stolen welfare checks.

Welfare Cutoff Sought 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The federal government would take 


over the cost of welfare payments for persons who have been on 
the rolls for two years or more if House lawmakers get their way. 
The House Wednesday approved on a voice vote a resolution urg- 
ing Congress to approve such a plan. The resolution needs Senate 
approval before copies are sent to the President, the Speaker of the 
U.S. House of Representatives and every Michigan Congressman. 
The resolution explained that many welfare recipients are 
migrating to Michigan because welfare benefits here are better 
than in other states. "It is patently unfair that the people of 
Michigan should have to finance these welfare recipients even on 
a 50 per cent basis when the citizens of many other states with low- 
welfare costs do not have such an obligation," the resolution said. 
And, it went on, other state services are suffering because 
appropriations to the Department of Social Services, which 
provides welfare benefits, are 34 per cent of the state's budget. 
The department received a $1.18 billion appropriation for 1976-77, 
a 16 per cent increase over the year before.

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Here's Complete Text Of State Proposal A 


Because of widespread interest in Proposal A — Michigan's 


proposed ban on non-returnable bottles and cans for soft drinks 
and beer — The Herald-Palladium today is publishing the 
complete text of the proposition. 


Among other measures, the proposal — if approved by voters in 


the Nov. 2 general election — would prohibit the use of non-retur- 
nable bottles and cans, establish a system of deposits and 
repa.vments for soft drink and beer containers, and prohibit the 
use of detatchable openers on metal containers. 


But it also uould establish a category of "certified" beverage 


containers that would be reusable by more than one bottler or 
canner. 


This, in turn, would create a differential in the minimum 


deposits required — 5 cents for "certified" containers and !0 cents 
for all other containers. 


The proposition generally is supported by environmentalists as 


a means of reducing litter and conserving natural resources and 
generally is opposed by beverage producers and container 
manufacturers on the grounds that it will increase prices, reduce 
consumption and decrease the production and jobs of manufac- 


turers. 


If the proposal is approved by Michigan voters next month, it 


will not go into effect until two years after it becomes law. 


Following is the full text of Proposal A and a reproduction of the 


way the proposition will appear on the ballot in November. 


Sec. 1. As used in this act: 
(a) "Beverage" means a soft drink, soda water, carlwnated 


natural or mineral water, or other nonalcoholic carbonated drink; 
beer, ale, or other malt drink of whatever alcoholic content. 


(b) "Beverage container" means an airtight metal, glass, 


paper, or plastic container, or a container composed of a com- 
bination of these materials, which, at the time of sale, contains 1 
gallon or less of a beverage. 


(c) "Returnable container" means a beverage container upon 


which a deposit of at least 10 cents has been paid, or is required to 
be paid upon the removal of the container from the sale or con- 
sumption area, and for which a refund of at least 10 cents in cash 
is payable by every dealer or distributor in this state of that 
beverage in beverage containers, as further provided in section 2. 
A beverage container certified as provided in section 3 shall also 


be deemed a returnable container if the deposit is at least 5 cents, 
and the requirements of the preceding sentence are met in all 
other respects. 


(d) "Nonreturnable container" means a beverage container 


upon which no deposit or a deposit of less than II) cents has been 
paid, or is required to be paid upon the removal of the container 
from the sale or consumption area, or for which no cash refund or 
a refund of less than 10 cents is payable by a dealer or distributor 
in this state of that beverage in beverage containers, as further 
provided in section 2. A beverage container certified as provided 
in section 3 shall not be deemed a nonreturnable beverage con- 
tainer if the deposit is at least 5 cents, and the requirements of the 
first sentence of subdivision (c) of this section are met in all other 
respects. 


(e) "Person" means an individual, partnership, corporation, 


association, or other legal entity. 


(f) "Dealer" means a person who sells or offers for sale to 


consumers within this state a beverage in a beverage container, 
including an operator of a vending machine containing a beverage 
in a beverage container.

Tragic Sinking Of Andaste Recounted 


By GEORGE VARGO 


The story of misery, anxiety, 


suffering, loss and damage 
caused on the Great Lakes can 
never be completely 
told. 


Usually a storm on the lakes is 
nothing to deter the crews of the 
big lake freighters. 


True, storms are not wel- 


comed, but schedules must be 
maintained and the ships must 
plow through the heavy seas, 
seeking shelter only when ex- 
treme danger threatens. 


Even after she disappeared 


on the night of September 9, 
1929, to this day sailors talk of 
her. I met a man last week in 
St. Joseph who was a member 
of her crew. Viewed from any 
angle she was a working ship, 
and could never pass for a 
beauty. The Andaste was 
launched from the yard of the 
Cleveland Shipbuilding Com- 
pany in 1892. She was a 


"Straightback" ship with none 
of the sheer of the larger 
freighters. 


The ship has a flat deck with 


hatches almost flush with the 
plating. Her sides sloped above 
the waterline. She was 266 feet 
long with a gross tonnage of 
1,573" She had a cargo capacity 
of 3,000 tons and seven hatches 
for loading and unloading. Coal, 
iron ore, and grain hauling 
were the lot of the Andaste for a 
good many years. Then pig iron 
was hauled by the ship, but by 
1920 the pig iron volume had 
dwindled. 


In 1921, she was brought to 


the Great Lakes Engineering 
Company at River Rouge and 
was shortened by 24 feet. Her 
new over-all length would per-. 
mit her to use the Welland 
canal to haul grain from lower 
lake ports to Montreal. For five 
years she was in this trade. 


In 1925 she was sold to 


Leatham D. Smith, a shipyard 
owner, quarry operator, and the 
father of the self-unloaders, at 
Sturgeon Bay, Wisconsin. 


Smith was the designer and 


inventor of the self-unloader 
now used on those big ships 
which bring limestone and salt 
to the local docks. It is one of 
the most efficient pieces of 


In 1928, the Andaste was 


chartered out to the Construc- 
tion Materials Company of 
Chicago. They, under the terms 
of the charter, took over as. 
managers and operators. 


The Andaste's function was to 


supply their yard, up the 
Calumet river in South Chicago, 
with a continuous supply of 
sand, gravel and crushed stone.

(g) "Operator" of a vending machine means equally its owner, 


the perain who refills it. and the owner or lessee of the property 
upon which it is located. 


(h) "Distributor" means a person who sells beverages in 


beverage containers to a dealer, within this stale, and includes a 
manufacturer who engages in such sales. 


(i) "Manufacturer" means a person who bottles, cans, or 


otherwise places beverages in beverage containers for sale to 
distributors, dealers, or consumers. 


(j) "Within this slate" means within the exterior limits of the 


state of Michigan, and includes the territory within these limits 
owned by or ceded to the United States of America. 


(k) "Commission" means the Michigan liquor control commis- 


sion. 


(1) "Sale or consumption area" means the premises within the 


property of the dealer or of his lessor where the sale is made, 
within which beverages in returnable containers may be con- 
sumed without payment of a deposit, and, upon removing a 
beverage container from which, the customer is required by the 
dealer to pay the deposit. 


Sec. 2. (1) A dealer shall not, within this stale, sell, offer for 


sale, or give to consumers a nonreturnable container or a beverage 
in a nonreturnable container. 


(2) A dealer who regularly sells beverages for consumption off 


his premises shall provide on his premises, or within 100 yards of 
the premises on which he sells for sale a beverage in a returnable 
container, a convenient means whereby the containers of any kind, 
size, and brand sold or offered for sale by him may be returned by, 
and the deposit refunded in cash to, a person whether or not the 
person is the original customer of that dealer, and whether or not 
the container was sold by that dealer. 


(3) Regional centers fur redemption of returnable containers 


may be established in addition to, but not as substitutes for, means 
for refund of deposits in accordance with subsection (2). 


(4) A dealer shall not refuse to accept from a person an empty 


returnable container of any kind, size, and brand sold by that 
dealer, nor refuse to pay to the person its full refund value in cash, 
except as provided in subsections (5) and (7). 


(a) A dealer who does not require a deposit on a returnable 


container when the contents are consumed in the dealer's sale or 
consumption area shall not be required to pay a refund for ac- 
cepting that empty' container. 


(6) A distributor shall not refuse to accept from a dealer an 


empty returnable container of any kind, size, and brand sold by 
that distributor, nor refuse to pay to the dealer its full refund value 
in cash, except as provided in subsection (7). 


(7) Every beverage container sold or offered for sale by a dealer 


within this state shall clearly indicate by embossing or by a stamp, 
or by a label or other method securely affixed to the beverage 
container, the refund value of the container and the name of this 
state. A dealer or distributor may, but is not required to refuse to 
accept from a person an empty returnable container which does 
not state thereon the refund value of the container and the name of 
this state. 


(8) A dealer within this state shall not sell, offer for sale, or give 


to consumers a metal beverage container, any part of which 
becomes detached when opened. 


Sec. 3. (1) To promote the use in this state of reusable beverage 


containers of uniform design, and to facilitate the return of con- 
tainers to manufacturers for reuse as a beverage container, the 
commission shall 'certify beverage containers which satisfy the 
requirements of this section. 
' 
. 


(2) A beverage container shall be certified if: 
(a) It is reusable as a beverage container by more than 1 


manufacturer in the ordinary course of business. 


(b) More than 1 manufacturer will in the ordinary course of 


business accept the beverage container for reuse as a beverage 
container and pay the refund value of the container. 


(3) The commission shall not certify more than 1 beverage 


container of a particular manufacturer in each size classification. 
The commission shall by rule establish appropriate size clas- 
sifications in accordance with the purposes set forth in subsection 
(1), each of which shall include a size range of at least 3 liquid 
ounces. 


(4) A beverage container shall not be certified under this sec- 


tion: 


(a) If by reason of its shape or design, or by reason of words or 


symbols permanently inscribed thereon, whether by engraving, 
embossing, painting, or other permanent method, it is reusable as 
a beverage container in the ordinary course of business only by a 
manufacturer of a beverage sold under a specific brand name. 


(b) If the commission finds that its use by more than I 


manufacturer is not of sufficient volume to promote the purposes 
set forth in subsection (1). 


(5) Unless an application for certification under this section is 


denied by the commission within 60 days after the application is 
filed, the beverage container shall be deemed certified. 


(6) The commission may at any time review certification of a 


beverage container. If, upon the review, after written notice and 
hearing-afforded to the person who filed the original application 
for certification of the beverage container under this section, the 
commission determines that the beverage container is no longer 
qualified for certification, it shall withdraw certification. 
Withdrawal of certification shall be effective on a date specified by 
the commission, but not less than 30 days after written notice to 
the person who filed the original application for certification of the 
beverage container under this section, and to the manufacturer 
referred to in subsection (2). 


Sec. 4. A dealer, distributor, or manufacturer who violates this 


act shall be fined not less than $100.00 nor more than $1,000.00 and

Sec. 5. Act No. 142 of the Public Acts of 1971, being section 


445.191 of the Compiled Laws of 1970, is repealed. 


Sec. 6. This act shall take effect two years after it becomes law. 


PROPOSAL A 


Proposed law to prohibit the use of non- 
returnable bottles and cans for soft drinks 
and beer; to require refundable cash de- 
posits for soft drink and beer containers,- 
and to provide penalties for violation of 
the law. 


THE PROPOSED LAW WOULD: 


(a) Prohibit the use of non- returnable bottles and cans

Here’s Complete Text Of State Proposal A 


Because of widespread interest in Proposal A — Michigan's 
proposed ban on non-returnable bottles and cans for soft drinks 
and beer — The Herald-Palladium today is publishing the 
complete text of the proposition. 
Among other measures, the proposal — if approved by voters in 
the Nov. 2 general election — would prohibit the use of non-retur­ 
nable bottles and cans, establish a system of deposits and 
repayments for soft drink and beer containers, and prohibit the 
use of detatchable openers on metal containers. 
But it also would establish a category of “certified” beverage 
containers that would be reusable by more than one bottler or 
canner. 
This, in turn, would create a differential in the minimum 
deposits required — 5 cents for “certified” containers and 10 cents 
for all other containers. 
The proposition generally is supported by environmentalists as 
a means of reducing litter and conserving natural resources and 
generally is opposed by beverage producers and container 
manufacturers on the grounds that it will increase prices, reduce 
consumption and decrease the production and jobs of manufac- 


turers. 
If the proposal is approved by Michigan voters next month, it 
will not go into effect until two years after it becomes law. 
Following is the full text of Proposal A and a reproduction of the 
way the proposition will appear on the ballot in November. 
Sec. 1. As used in this act: 
(a) “Beverage” means a soft drink, soda water, carbonated 
natural or mineral water, or other nonalcoholic carbonated drink, 
beer, ale, or other malt drink of whatever alcoholic content. 
(b) “ Beverage container” means an airtight metal, glass, 
paper, or piastic container, or a container composed of a com­ 
bination of these materials, which, at the time of sale, contains 1 
gallon or less of a beverage. 
(c) “Returnable container” means a beverage container upon 
which a deposit of at least 10 cents has been paid, or is required to

The story of misery, anxiety, 
suffering, loss and damage 
caused on the Great Lakes can 
never 
be 
completely 
told. 
Usually a storm on the lakes is 
nothing to deter the crews of the 
big lake freighters. 
True, storms are not wel­ 
comed. but schedules must be 
maintained and the ships must 
plow through the heavy seas, 
seeking shelter only when ex­ 
treme danger threatens. 
Even after she disappeared 
on the night of September 9, 
1929, to this day sailors talk of 
her. I met a man last week in 
St. Joseph who was a member 
of her crew. Viewed from any 
angle she was a working ship, 
and could never pass for a 
beauty. 
The 
Andaste 
was 
launched from the yard of the 
Cleveland Shipbuilding Com­ 
pany in 1892. She was a 


“Straightback” ship with none 
of the sheer of the larger 
freighters. 
The ship has a flat deck with 
hatches almost flush with the 
plating. Her sides sloped above 
the waterline. She was 266 feet 
long with a gross tonnage of 
1,573. She had a cargo capacity 
of 3,000 tons and seven hatches 
for loading and unloading. Coal, 
iron ore. and grain hauling 
were the lot of the Andaste for a 
good many years. Then pig iron 
was hauled by the ship, but by 
1920 the pig iron volume had 
dwindled. 
In 1921. she was brought to 
the Great Lakes Engineering 
Company at River Rouge and 
was shortened by 24 feet. Her 
new over-all length would per­ 
mit her to use the Welland 
canal to haul grain from lower 
lake ports to Montreal. For five 
years she was in this trade. 


In 1925 she was sold to 
Leatham D. Smith, a shipyard 
owner, quarry operator, and the 
father of the self-unloaders, at 
Sturgeon Bay, Wisconsin. 
Smith was the designer and 
inventor of the self-unloader 
now used on those big ships 
winch bring limestone and salt 
to the local docks. It is one of

In 1928, the Andaste was 
chartered out to the Construc­ 
tion Materials Company of 
Chicago. They, under the terms 
of the charter, took over as 
managers and operators.

Calumet river in South Chicago, 
with a continuous supply of 
sand, gravel and crushed stone.

a college sociology experiment 
may convince the U.S. Postal 
Service to enter the Zipelope 
era. 


The Zipelope is a paper en- 


velope with 162 small boxes 
printed on its face. Frederick 
Staup, a Fort Lauderdale, Fla. 
inventor, created it as part of a 
15-invention system he claims 
will save the federal govern- 
ment and taxpayers millions of 
dollars. 


A University of Michigan- 


Dearborn sociology class is 
sending about 600 question- 
naires in the envelopes to gauge 
public acceptance of the new- 
product. 


To mail a Zipelope letter, 


destination 
and 
return 


addresses must be printed or 
typed into printed boxes. 


The Zip postal code is checked 


off in another set of prenum- 
bered boxes on the envelope's 
face. 


In combination with his other 


inventions, Staup says, the 
Zipelope. will bring a reduction 
in lost mail, an increase in 
delivery service, elimination of 
change of address mail, faster 
sorting and the end of letter 
bombs. 


But he said he won't reveal 


yet how the total package 
works, pending approval of his 
patent request. 


The U-M students will mail 


the Zipeloped-questionnaires to 
Detroit-area residents, ques- 
tioning them about the new en- 
velopes. Results will be re- 
turned by Zipelope. 


Before the project could be 


launched, Staup had to have 
Post Office approval for the 
design of the Zipelope. Richard 
Jones, manager for mailing 
regulations and services in De- 
troit, gave the okay. 


"It 
was 
acceptable for 


mailing." Jones explained. "It 
didn't violate any rules." 


Jones said the request itself 


was not unusual. He admitted, 
though, that Staup is "taking in 
a lot of territory" with his sys- 
tem. 


"I think it's kind of hard to 


regiment people to filling in lit- 


tle boxes," Jones continued. 
"But remember, a lot of ideas 
that seemed absurd at first 
worked." 


Several office supply stores in 


the Detroit area already sell 
Zipelopes.

To mail a Zipelope letter,

The Zip postal code is checked 
off in another set of prenum­ 
bered boxes on the envelope’s 
face. 
In combination with his other 
inventions, Staup says, the 
Zipelope will bring a reduction 
in lost mail, an increase in 
delivery service, elimination of 
change of address mail, faster 
sorting and the end of letter 
bombs. 


But he said he won't reveal 
yet how the total package 
works, pending approval of his 
patent request. 
The U-M students will mail 
the Zipeloped-questionnaires to 
Detroit-area residents, ques­ 
tioning them about the new en­ 
velopes. Results will be re­ 
turned by Zipelope. 


Before the project could be 
launched, Staup had to have 
Post Office approval for the 
design of the Zipelope. Richard 
Jones, manager for mailing 
regulations and services in De­ 
troit. gave the okay. 
"It 
was 
acceptable 
for 
mailing.” Jones explained. “ It 
didn't violate any rules.” 
Jones said the request itself 
was not unusual. He admitted, 
though, that Staup is “taking in 
a lot of territory” with his sys­ 
tem. 
“ I think it's kind of hard to

Gives Young Yanks Hope

MEXICO CITY (AP) - 


Hundreds of young Americans 
soon will be released from 
.Mexican jails as the result of 
initiatives taken by President 
Luis Echeverri* to further 
prison reforms his administra- 
tion set in motion six years ago. 


Just 
two 
days 
before 


American prisoners went on a 
hunger strike 
last month. 


Echeverria announced he had 
sent legislation to the Mexican 
Congress which wwild give drug 
violators the right of parole and 
would amend the constitution to 
make it possible 
to sign 


prisoner exchange agreements 
with other countries. 


The hunger strike fizzled is 


prisoners began counting the 
days until they would be eligible 
for parole. 


An estimated 100 out of 572 


jailed Americans quit eating for 
36 hours, but strike organizers 
called an end to the protest after 
praising the Mexican govern- 
ment and accusing the U.S. 
State Department of delaying its 
response 
to 
a 
Mexican 


prisoner-exchange proposal. 


The prisoners were elated at 


the prospect of early release 
from their jail terms, which 
average about six years. Their 
hopes have risen even more 
since U.S. and Mexican nego- 
tiators met after the strike and 
announced 
they 
had 
set 


November as a target date for 
reaching agreement on a draft 
treaty. 


The treaty 
would 
allow 


Mexicans in American jails, 
about 2,000 of them, and 
Americans in Mexican prisons, 
to serve their sentences in their 
home countries. 


Americans have been winding 


up in Mexican jails ever since 
Operation Intercept, a U.S.- 
financed campaign against the 
smuggling of drugs into the 
United States, began in IMt. 
Many of the Americans were 
arrested at the Mexico City air- 
port and charged with possess- 
ing cocaine as they arrived from 
Colombia 
or 
other South 


American countries. 


They have complained repea- 


tedly of alleged torture, forced 
: confessions and other civil 
; rights violations when they were 
'arrested. 
The 
U.S. State 


Department said an investiga- 
tion after a H74 hunger strike 
confirmed 
250 
prisoner 


complaints. 


Dr. Sergio Garcia Ramirez, 


undersecretary of government 
and head of the federal prison 
system, appears to be the force 
behind the reforms, which 
include a major prison cons- 
truction program. 


He is an international prison 


reform advocate and is one of 
the li members of * United Na- 
tions committee of experts on 
prevention of crime and treat- 
ment of delinquents. 


Garcia Ramirez said in a 


recent interview that Mexico 
has invested IIM million in new 
facilities since Ecbeverria took 
office in 1970. 


"Mexico's reform measures 


are based on the concept that 
what is accomplished through 
imprisonment is in no way the 
exercise of vengeance — an idea 
which would be archaic today — 
nor is it the pure and simple 
detention of delinquents. Rather 
it is the concept of social 
rehabilitation," he said. 


Echeverria's administration 


pushed laws through Congress 
establishing minimum norms 
for the social rehabilitation of 
convicts, creating a tutelary 
council for juvenile offenders 
and amending the penal code 
and the penal procedure code. 


Besides laws and buildings, 


the administration established 
the National Institute of Penal 
Sciences. 


Perhaps the most symbolic 


act was the closing of Lecum- 
berri Prison, the holding tank 
for prisoners being processed to 
. regular institutions. It was 
popularly known as the "black 
palace" because of its fortress- 
like 
architecture 
and 


dehumanizing living conditions.

Supporters said the House 


substitute was a compromise 
forged between Mack, industry,

The Major League Players 


Association filed a grievance 
Wednesday to bar the use in the 
World Series of designated hit- 
ters, claiming the rule is a 
violation of a new agreement 
between the baseball players 
and the owners.

night. "But the settlement we

This change was never even 
discussed with the players. 
Therefore, it's a contract viola- 
tion."

League owners have been una- 
ble to reach an agreement on 
the use of a designated hitter. 
The AL has been using the rule, 
which allows the manager to use 
a-player exclusively as a hitter 
while the pitcher doesn't bat, 
since 1973. The league also has 
been unsuccessfully trying to 
have its use approved in the 
World Series. 


• When the leagues were unable 
to agree this summer. Baseball 
Commissioner 
Bowie Kuhn 


ruled the DH would be used in 
alternate World Series, begin- 
ning this year. 


The grievance is expected to 


receive a quick hearing from 
the owners' Players Relations 
Committee, which consists of 
the two league presidents and 
representatives of six major 
league teams. If that group is 
unable to settle the issue, it will 
be sent to baseball's arbitrator, 
Alexander Porter. 


At least one member of that 


committee, American League 
President Lee MacPhail, in- 
dicated Wednesday he didn't 
think the grievance was jus- 
tified and that owners in his 
league were upset over the is- 
sue. 


MacPhail said Wednesday 


that the designated hitter was 
officially a rule before the new 
contract became effective and 
therefore is not reviewable by 
the Players Association.

American League pitchers may 
still come to bat in the World 
Series. 
The Major League Players 
Association filed a grievance 
Wednesday to bar the use in the 
World Series of designated hit­ 
ters, claiming the rule is a 
violation of a new agreement 
between the baseball players 
and the owners. 
It’s not that the players’ group 
is against the designated hitter, 
according to Marvin Miller, 
executive 
director 
of 
the 
Players Association. 
“ We did not file the grievance 
on the merit of the designated 
hitter rule,” Miller told The 
Associated Press Wednesday 
night. “ But the settlement we 
reached with the owners states 
that any rules change must be 
negotiated with the players. 
This change was never even 
discussed with the players. 
Therefore, it’s a contract viola­ 
tion.” 


National 
and 
.American 
League owners have been una­ 
ble to reach an agreement on 
the use of a designated hitter. 
The ,\L has been using the rule, 
which allows the manager to use 
a player exclusively as a hitter 
while the pitcher doesn’t bat. 
since 197.3. The league also has 
been unsuccessfully trying to 
have its use approved in the 
World Series. 


VMien the leagues were unable 
to agree this summer, Baseball 
Commissioner 
Bowie 
Kuhn 
ruled the DH would be ust^d in 
alternate World Series, begin­ 
ning this year. 
The grievance is expected to 
receive a quick hearing from 
the owners’ Players Relations 
Committee, which c*onsists of 
the two league presidents and 
representatives of six major 
league teams. If that group is 
unable to settle the issue, it will 
be sent to baseball’s arbitrator, 
Alexander Porter. 
At least one member of that 
committee, American League 
President Lee MacPhail, in­ 
dicated Wednesday he didn’t 
think the grievance was jus­ 
tified and that owners in his 
league were upset over the is­ 
sue. 


MacPhail said Wednesday 
that the designated hitter was 
officially a rule bt'fore the new 
contract became effective and 
therefore is not reviewable by 
the Players .Association. 


“ The use of the designated 
hitter in the Americi|n League 
was 
official 
bt'fore 
the 
agreement,” countered Miller, 
“ but the use in a World Series 
was 
approved 
after 
the 
agreement and we thus feel we 
have a grievance.” 


A spokesman for Kuhn said 
the grievanc*e “c-omes as a big 
surprise. Frankly, I don’t know 
what’s going to happen.”

familiar voice you hear on TV 
when the Yankees meet the 
RO.YALS IN THE American 
League baseball playoffs Satur- 
day will be that of your old 
friend, Howard Cosell. 


Cosell? On baseball? 
None other. ABC-TV Sports 


President Roone Arledge is 
hauling out the big guns for the 
first year in which his network 
alternates on the playoffs and 
World Series with NBC. 


But, 
you say, hasn't Cosell 


been one of baseball's most 
outspoken critics? True, yet he 
sees no inconsistency in his 
position as color man on the 
bestthree-of-five playoffs. 


"I'll be there as an objective 


reporter rather than a member 
of the baseball establishment," 
Cosell said. "The baseball 
playoffs and the World Series 
are special events, prime time 
attractions. In the face of the 


support ABC has shown me, if 
they assign me someplace, I'm 
there." 


But Cosell says he has not 


changed his position on what he 
considers to be the restrictive 
structure of baseball. 


"I'm unchanging in my ob- 


jection to the anomaly we have 
at law in which baseball is 
exempt from the antitrust 
laws." he said. "I've testified 
six times before Senate and 
House committees on that. I'm 
unchanging in my opposition to 
the carpetbagging of franchises. 
My objection is to baseball 
operations when I think they are 
not in the public interest." 


Coseli said his assignment 


came about after a skull session 
of producers and directors at 
ABC yielded the recommenda- 
tion that he be on the playoff 
team. "Roone and I were 
talking alone and he said, 
'Howard, I want to talk to you 
about baseball.'"

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
fam iliar voice you hear on TV 
when the Yankees m eet the 
RO.YALS IN THE Am erican 
league baseball playoffs Satur­ 
day will be that of your old 
fnend, Howard Cosell. 
Cosell° On baseball0 
None other. ABC-TV Sports 
President Roone Arledge is 
hauling out the big guns for the 
first year in which his network 
alternates on the playoffs and 
World Series with NBC. 
But, you say. hasn’t Cosell 
been one of baseball’s most 
outspoken critics? True, yet he 
sees no inconsistency in his 
position as color man on the 
bestthree-of-five playoffs. 
“ I'll be there as an objective 
reporter rather than a member 
of the baseball establishm ent.” 
Cosell 
said. 
“ The 
baseball 
playoffs and the World Series 
are special events, prime tim e 
attractions. In the face of the 


support ABC has shown me, if 
they assign me someplace. I'm 
there.” 
But Cosell says he has not 
changed his position on what he 
considers to be the restrictive 
structure of baseball 
“ I’m unchanging in my ob­ 
jection to the anomaly we have 
at law in which baseball is 
exem pt 
from 
the 
antitrust 
law s,” he said. “ I’ve testified 
six tim es before Senate and 
House comm ittees on that I’m 
unchanging in my opposition to 
the carpetbagging of franchises. 
My objection is to baseball 
operations when I think they are 
not in the public interest.” 
Cosell said his assignm ent 
came about after a skull session 
of producers and directors at 
ABC yielded the recom m enda­ 
tion that he be on the playoff 
team .

talking alone and 
he said. 
Howard, I want to talk to you 
about baseball ’” 
“ I know I'll get a lot of flak,” 


he said. “ I'm certain many 
owners will resent it. but not all 
of them will. I’ve m aintained 
friends in baseball. At this stage 
of my life, the most im portant 
thing is how I feel about myself 
and my family . ” 
One network source said “ If 
he says anything good about 
what happens on the field, 
they’ll call him a hypocrite.” 
"All I’m going to do is do my 
job,” said Cosell. 
Cosell will team with Keith 
Jackson and Reggie Jackson on 
the Yankees-Royals playoffs. 
Bob Uecker will sub for Jackson 
on Saturday, when Jackson is 
committed to college football. 
What about the Monday night

record highs this week, and retail prices could soon rise as high as 
78 cents a head, according to several wholesalers in Detroit's 
Union Produce Terminal. Heavy rains and flooding in Caliornia's 
Salinas Valley are blamed for the increase, which bumped 
wholesale prices up to {18 per 24-head case in Detroit and 124 per 
case in Grand Rapids. That's more than triple normal wholesale 
levels, officials said. Damage in the Salinas Valley fields is es- 
timated in the millions of dollars. Oilier crops, including toma- 
toes, green peppers and some winter grapes, have also been hurt, 
said Rick Zerillo. vice president of N..I. Zerillo wholesale dis- 
tributors. Since the flooding also damaged newly seeded lettuce 
fields slated for December harvest, supplies could be tight 
through the remainder of the year, Zerillo said.

Tabor Hill PACA

Winecellar, Inc., of Buchanan, 
cannot buy grapes in interstate 
commerce until a Washington 
state grower who shipped 
grapes to Tabor Hill last fal! is 
paid, according to the United 
States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 


The USDA announced today 


that Tabor Hill's Perishable 
Agricultural Commodities Act 
(PACA) license has been sus- 
pended. The act requires that 
interstate traders in fruit and 


vegetables be licensed to insure 
that payment is made for all 
items shipped. 


According to John Clark, of 


the Chicago USDA office. Tabor 
Hill failed to satisfy a repara- 
tion award set by USDA in favor 
of the Washington grower in the 
amount of §10.964.

IBM is training men and women severely disabled 


by spinal cord injuries for jobs in data processing and 
computer technology. Trainees are selected with the 
assistance of state vocational rehabilitation depart- 
ments and private rehabilitation organizations — and 
in some cases home bound facilities are used as 
training sites. 


DuPont, our nation's 16th lar- 


gest employer, is enthusiastic 
about the rehabilitated han- 
dicapped it employs. Its own 
studies show that, on safety, 96 
per cent of its handicapped 
employes rate average-or-better 
on and off the job; on job per- 
formance, 91 per cent rate 
average or better; on job 
stability, it's 93 per cent; on at- 
tendance, it's n per cent. 
Moreover, the disabled neither 
want 
nor 
need 
special 


privileges; necessitate little or 
no special work arrangements; 
involve no increase in compen- 
sation costs, or in lost-time in- 
juries. 


The 
Florida 
Restaurant 


Assn., a private organization 
representing 
20,000 eating 


places in the state, is working 
with the emotionally and men- 
tally disturbed to place them in 
hotel and restaurant related 
jobs. Arkansas Enterprise for 
the Blind, a private, non-profit 
agency, is training the blind as 
information specialists for the 
Civil Service Commission and 
other agencies. 


And the Vocational Guidance 


& Rehabilitation Services of 
Cleveland, a non-profit agency, 
is instructing the handicapped 
to become optical technicians 
with the National Cole Co., the 
firm which serves the optical 
departments of Sears Roebuck. 


This is only a sampling of 


projects in which about 500 in- 
dustries are helping to place the 
disabled in all types of jobs. 


Increasing numbers of self- 


enlightened corporations arc 
finding that the handicapped 
turn into superior employes, are 
informing vocational rehabilita- 
tion organizations of their 
specific work needs and arc 
providing equipment-training 
assistance. HEW helps with the 
financing, but only because it is 
mandated to do so by Congress 
in its legislation and appropria- 
tions. 


The advantages of Projects 


With Industry are many. The 
handicapped person receives 
training for a particular job 
which industry needs filled. He 
is given access to a large variety 
of major companies and thus 
has more opportunities for 
career development and advan- 
cement. He's exposed to ad- 
vanced technology that enables 
him to demonstrate he has the 


capacity to accomplish tasks not 
ordinarily considered suitable 
for the disabled. Industry 
benefits too by gaining a highly 
motivated employe with skills 
matched to a particular job and 
with a superior record on safety, 
loyalty, absenteeism, etc. 


As for costs vs. return, in 1975 


roughly 2,000 disabled workers 
in the programs out of about 
2,500 were placed. They earned 
more than $10 million, paid 
about $2 million in federal taxes 
alone. The cost per placement 
amounts to about 81,000 — so, 
the programs actually pay for 
themselves. 


In 1974, about 75 per cent of 


the 
participants 
in 
the 


programs found jobs, and last 
year nearly three out of four in 
the programs were placed. The 
job retention rate is high 
because, 
in 
addition 
to 


specialized 
training, 
the 


programs provide for a period 
of trial employment and adjust- 
ment. 


In spite of the name "Projects 


With Industry," other non-profit 
and profit-oriented organiza- 
tions, labor unions or com- 
munity trade associations or 
training-rehabilitation facilities 
may participate if they have the 
capacity to arrange or conduct 
training-employment programs 
in a realistic work setting. 


One illustration of a par- 


ticularly successful project is 
the Human Resource Center, a 
private, non-profit organization 
in Albertson, Long Island. Its 
efforts are directed at placing 
the severely disabled in white 
collar jobs in the local business 
community. It worked with a 
business advisory group to 
select and develop specialized 
training equipment and a tech- 
nical skills program to match 
closely each company's own on- 
the-jobs training program. 


In four years, the Center has 


served 300 handicapped in- 
dividuals ranging from age 18 to 
64 — including paraplegics, 
quadraplegics, those suffering 
from cerebral palsy, cancer and 
blindness. Of these 300,220 have 
been placed in jobs. 


None 
of these workers 


depends on welfare,, none is a 
drain on the economy. Their 
salaries range from $5,000 to 
$IO,OM) a year and they pay their 
own way with taxe*, ju*t aj you 
and I.

SEEKS OVER $10,000 
Suit Claims Unjust 
Credit 'Blackball9

A Berrien county fruit and 


vegetable broker has filed suit 
in Berrien Circuit court against 
a national credit rating service, 
claiming the agency "black- 
balled" him. 


The plaintiff, Ted Hellenga, 


seeks damages in any amount 
over 110,000 which the court or a 
jury 
1 may award. Hellenga was a 


produce broker for 40 years un- 
til he retired in IMM, and 
operated out of Benton Harbor, 
Three Oaks, and Milwaukee, 
Wis. 


Hellenga charges he was 


"blackballed" when he at- 
tempted to come out of re- 
tirement and re-enter business. 


Named defendant in the suit 


was Produce Reporter Co., of 
Wheat on. 111., which provides 
credit ratings to the produce 
industry. 


The suit claims Hellenga, 


before retiring, had the highest 
possible credit rating in the 
company's publication plus an 
entry which indicated he made 
payment on all accounts within 
five to ten days. • 


The suit says Hellenga in 1966 


incorporated his business under 
the name Michigan Produce, 
Inc., and received an equally 
good rating in the Produce 
Reporter's "Blue Book." Upon 
retirement, Hellenga turned 
over the operation of his com- 
pany to others, the suit notes, 
and the reporting serviee then 
dropped his personal listing and 
used only the Michigan Produce 
listing. 


The suit says the financial 


condition of Michigan Produce 
deteriorated until it closed in 
1973, but the Blue Book failed to 
change the credit rating. Five 
suppliers incurred losses to- 
talling some (63,628, according 
to the suit, and Hellenga lost 
about the same amount after 
advancing money to the failing 
company. 


Hellenga contends he made 


arrangements to purchase a 
Milwaukee fruit and produce 
company in 1974 to re-enter the 
market and recoup his and the 
suppliers' losses, and requested 
his former credit rating. But the 
suit charges the reporting ser- 
vice said if Hellenga re-entered 
the industry, his rating would 
be lowered, the firm would not 
re-instate his trading mem- 
bership, and 
would warn 


subscribers that Hellenga had 
been the president of a firm that 
closed without meeting its 
obligations.

The 
handicapped person receives 
training for a particular job 
which industry needs filled. He 
is given access to a large variety 
of m ajor companies and thus 
has m ore opportunities for 
career development and advan­ 
cement. He’s exposed to ad­ 
vanced technology that enables 
him to demonstrate he has the 
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capacity to accomplish tasks not

One illustration of a par­ 
ticularly successful project is 
the Human Resource Center, a 
private, non-pn»fit organization 
in Albertson, Long Island. Its 
efforts are directed at placing 
the severely disabled in white 
collar jobs in the local business 
community. It worked with a 
business advisory group to 
select and develop specialized 
training equipment and a tech­ 
nical skills program to match 
closely each company’s own on- 
the-jobs training program.

a national credit rating service, 
claim ing the agency "black- 
balk'd” him. 
The plaintiff, Ted Hellenga, 
seeks dam ages in any amount 
over $10,(MI0 which the court or a 
jury may award. Hellenga was a 
pnxluce broker for 40 years un­ 
til he retired in 
1969, and 
operated out of Benton Harbor, 
Threi" Oaks, and Milwaukee, 
Wis. 
Hellenga 
charges 
he 
was 
“ blackballed” 
when 
he 
a t­ 
tem pted to come out of re­ 
tirem ent and re-enter business. 
Named defendant in the suit 
was PriKluce R eporter Co., of 
Wheaton, 111., which provides 
credit ratings to the produce 
industry. 
The suit claim s Hellenga. 
before retiring, had the highest 
possible credit rating in the 
com pany’s publication plus an 
entry which indicated he made 
payment on all acx^ounts within 
five to ten days. 


The suit says Hellenga in 1966 
inc-orporated his business under 
the nam e M ichigan Produce, 
Inc., and received an equally 
good rating in the Produce 
R eporter’s “ Blue Book.’’ Upon 
retirem ent, 
Hellenga turned 
over the operation of his com ­ 
pany to others, the suit notes, 
and the reporting service then 
dropped his personal hsting and 
used only the Michigan Pnxluce 
Usting. 
The suit says the financial 
condition of Michigan Produce 
deteriorated until it closed in 
1973, but the Blue Book failed to 
change the credit rating. Five 
suppliers incurred losses to­ 
talling some $63,628, according 
to the suit, and Hellenga lost 
about the sam e am ount after 
advancing money to the failing 
company. 


Hellenga contends he m ade 
arrangem ents to purchase a 
Milwaukee fruit and produce 
ti»mpany in 1974 to re-enter the 
market and ret-oup his and the 
suppliers’ losses, and requested 
his former credit ratmg. But the 
suit charges the reporting ser­ 
vice said if Hellenga re-entered 
the industry, his rating would 
be lowered, the firm would not 
re-instate his trading mem- 
btTship, 
and 
would 
warn 
subscribers that Hellenga had 
been the president of a firm that 
closed 
without 
m eeting 
its 
obligations.

U-M Pharmacy School Pioneer 


AXX ARBOR - The Univer- 


sity of Michigan College of 
Pharmacy — first in the nation 
to offer a full-time university 
program in pharmacy — is 
celebrating its 100th birthday. 


This leadership role, adopted 


in 1876, represents a landmark 
in pharmacy education which 
started the traiisfurmutU'n of a 
medicinal trade into a respected 
profession. 


This century of progress is 


being saluted by the College and 
hundreds of its alumni this 
week 
during a 
Centennial 


Weekend on the U-M campus. It 
will include a two-day profes- 
sional symposium today and 
Friday, an academic convoca- 
tion and banquet on Friday, and 
attendance at the Michigan- 
Michigan State football game on 
Saturday. 


The majority of these phar- 


macists are no longer involved 
ill the preparation, packaging or 
compounding of drugs. Their 
professional role now more of- 
ten concerns the distribution 
and control of medicinal agents. 
There is increasing concern 
with clinical pharmacy — ad- 
vising paiients. physicians and 
other health care professionals 
on the complex actions and 


interactions of the many power- 
ful medications now available. 


This modern role represents 


an extraordinary upgrading 
from 1UO years ago when the U- 
M College was founded and 
when American pharmacists, 
then 
commonly 
called 


apothecaries or druggists, were 
generally depiored for their ig- 
norance by the scientific com- 
munity.

The first classes in pharmacy 


were 
given 
in 
the 
U-M 


Chemistry Department in I860. 
Nine year? later, in 1869. 
degrees 
in 
pharmaceutical 


chemistry, the first in the na- 
tion, 
were 
granted 
to 23 


students, 13 of whom were 
medical students. 


The Regents set up a separate 


School of Pharmacy in 1876. (Its 
name was changed to the 
College of Pharmacy in 1915). 
Albert Prescott was appointed 
its first dean and was to serve as 
such for 29 years. Prescott was 
both physician and chemist and 
became widely known for his 
textbook, "Qualitative Chemical 
Analysis." written together 
with Prof. Silas Douglass, his 
predecessor 
as 
head 
of 


chemistry. 


One of the distinctions of the 


new school was its chemical 
laboratory, a one-story struc- 
ture constructed in 1855 under 
the direction of Prof. Douglass. 
It was the first 
chemistry 


laboratory in a state university. 
Victor Vaughan, dean of the U- 
M Medical School from 1891 to 
1921. described 
it 
in 
his 


memoirs as "the largest and 
best equipped chemical labora- 
tory in the United States, and 
with but one in the world to 
compare with it — the labora- 
tory of Fresenius at Wies- 
baden." 


The example of the U-M 


spread to other universities. In 
1SS3 the University of Wisconsin 
established a department of 
pharmacy. 
Indiana, 
Ohio, 


Illinois and others joined in 
swift succession. Opposition to 
the 
academically 
oriented 


curriculum remained, however. 
In 1895, the U-M School suc- 
cessfully braved ridicule and 
opposition by introducing a 
four-year bachelor of science 
degree program to supplement 
the two-year program, thus 
bringing pharmacy on a par 
with 
other 
University 


programs.

Later 
expansions 
of 
the 


curriculum included the in- 
troduction in 1913 of graduate 
programs 
leading 
to

bachelor's 
program 
was 


lengthened to five years in 1960 
and a six-year doctor of phar- 
macy program (Pharm. D.) 
was introduced. 


Housing for the fledgling 


school at first consisted of one 
structure with three rooms and 
26 
laboratory' tables. 
The 


College also owned a phar- 
maceutical museum and a bo- 
tanical garden which, by 1918, 
contained 
25,000 
plants 


representing 50 species. It 
evolved during the 1930's into an 
Ann Arbor campus landmark, 
the Nichols Arboretum. 


The College has grown from 


seven professors in 1875 to 23 in 
1976, and from an enrollment of 


29 men in 1869 to a current 
yearly 
enrollment 
of 
425 


students, 65 per cent of whom 
are women. 


Affirmative action had an 


early start at the U-M College of 
Pharmacy. The sisters Amelia 
and Mary Upjohn, daughters of 
the founder of the Upjohn Com- 
pany, graduated in pharmacy in 
June 1871, just three months 
after the first two women to 
receive degrees at the Univer- 
sity. 


Other notable graduates of the 


college include Josiah K. Lilly, 
grandson of the founder of the 
Eli Lilly Company; John G. 
Searle, grandson of the founder 
of G. D. Searle; Charles R. 
Walgreen Jr., and Charles R. 
Walgreen, III, son and grandson 
of the founder of the Walgreen 
chain drugstores; and Gregory 
Peck Sr., father of the actor. 


Riegle Urges 


Prison Terms 


PO.NTIAC. Mich. (AP) —

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


threat of socialized medicine 
appears to be forcing the health 
care industry into efficiencies 
that might eventually slow the 
rise in patients' medical bills. 


The threat, which has been a 


sword over the industry's head, 
may be one of the main reasons 
why during the past five years 
the length of inpatient stay at 
hospitals has been cut by almost 
a full day, from 8.4 to 7.5 days. 


While 
that 
reduces "the 


average stay to about where it 
was in 1962 — the figure rose 
sharply when Medicare was in- 
troduced in 1966 — it represents 
a genuine decline from the 9.1 
day figure of 1946. 


Alexander 
McMahon, 


president of the American Hos- 
pital Association, now foresees 
the possibility that the figure 
might be reduced even more, 
cutting billions of dollars from 
the nation's health care bill. 


The pressure from possible 


government action in the health 
care field has, among other 
things, 
forced hospitals to 


screen patients before admit- 
ting, to develop one-day surgery 
stays, to utilize home care, to 
reduce convalescent periods. 


What it views as a threat also 


has led to more cooperation- 
between health insurers and 
hospitals, and may even lead to 
a universal claim form accep- 


table to most insurers and hos- 
pitals. 


A test of the new form in 


California indicated that state 
alone would save $8 million a 
year, said 'McMahon, leading 
him to suggest a national saving 
of about $80 million. 


Such a development also 


would reduce a level of con- 
fusion that is probably un- 
matched in American industry, 
involving patient, doctor, hospi- 
tal, insurer and regulator in an 
incoherent babble and shuffling 
of papers. 


McMahon concedes that some 


of the efficiencies being in- 
troduced result from adverse 
public opinion and possible 
government action. In that 
sense, he said, "competition is 
good." 


At the same time, McMahon 


maintains that a good deal of 
the change is internally mo- 
tivated by staffs who recognize 
that the role of the hospital is 
changing and that they must 
respond to newer demands. 


Years ago, he points out, "All 


a doctor could do was sit and 
hold the patient's hand and wait 
for mother nature's healing 
process. And in the earliest 
days, a patient went to the hos- 
pital to die rather than get 
well." 


By contrast, today's hospital, 


with its expensive technology 
and high operating costs, is seen 
as a facility that must be used 


intensively, not as a rest home 
or even as a 
recuperative 


facility. 


McMahon maintains that hos- 


pitals today are better audited 
medically and financially, that 
doctors often fail to get their 
patients admitted if the work 
can be done elsewhere, that in- 
surers are refusing to pay for 
unnecessary care, and that 
follow-up checks by accredita- 
tion agencies and others keep 
hospital personnel on their toes. 


McMahon, of course, is fight- 


ing a battle to keep the health 
care industry beyond the long 
arm of government control, and 
so can be expected to emphasize 
the 
positive 
response 
to 


complaints. 


From this position he insists 


the battle is being won. "We're 


responding," he said. "It sug- 
gests to Congress and others 
that lots of positive activity is 
going on to control costs and 
that we may bring it off without 
additional regulation." 


He feels also that people today 


are less likely to rely on 
regulation, having learned that 
it sometimes doesn't solve the 
problem, and may in itself by a 
factor in rising costs. 


But, he was asked, what hap- 


pens if the pressure relaxes? 
McMahon insists that efficien- 
cies would continue. 


"Overutilization of hospitals 


and other health care facilities 
tend to be one of the major 
causes of higher costs," he said, 
and that means cuts must be 
made everywhere, from front 
office to operating room.

It 
will include a two-day profes­ 
sional sym posium today and 
Friday, an academ ic convoca­ 
tion and l)anquet on F>iday, and 
attendance at the Michigan- 
Michigan State f(K>tball game on 
Saturday. 


The m ajority of these p h ar­ 
macists are no longer involved 
in the preparation, packaging or 
compounding of drugs. Their 
professional role now more of­ 
ten concerns the distribution 
and control of medicinal agents. 
There is increasing concern 
with clinical pharm acy — ad­ 
vising patients, physicians and 
other health care professionals 
on the complex actions and 


interactions of the many power­ 
ful medications now available. 
This modern role represents 
an 
extraordinary 
upgrading 
from KX» years ago when the U- 
M College was founded and 
when American pharm acists, 
then 
commonly 
called 
ajxtthecaries or druggists, were 
generally deplored for their ig­ 
norance by the scientific com­ 
munity.

Threat Of Socialization 
Reducing Hospital Stays

NEW YORK (A P) - The 
th ieat of socialized m edicine 
appears to be forcing the health 
care industry into efficiencies 
that might eventually slow the 
rise m patients’ medical bills. 
The threat, which has been a 
sword over the industry's head, 
may be one of the main reasons 
why during the past five years 
the length of inpatient stay at 
hospitals has bt‘en cut by almost 
a full day, from 8.4 to 7.5 days. 
While 
that 
reduces 
the 
average stay to about where it 
was in 1962 — the figure rose 
sharply when Medicare was in- 
tr*)duced in 19«6 — it represents 
a genuine decline from the 9.1 
day figure of 1946. 
Alexander 
McMahon, 
president of the American Hos­ 
pital Association, now foreset*s 
the possibility that the figure 
m ight be reduced even more, 
cutting billions of dollars from 
the nation’s health care bill. 
The pressure from possible 
government action in the health 
care field has, am ong other 
things, 
forced 
hospitals 
to 
screen patients before adm it­ 
ting, to develop one-day surgery 
stays, to utilize home care, to 
rtHiuce convalescent ptTKKls. 
What it views as a threat also 
has led to m ore cooperation 
between health insurers and 
hospitals, and may even lead to 
a universal claim form accep- 


table to most insurers and hos­ 
pitals. 
A test of the new form in 
California indicated that state 
alone would save $8 m illion a 
year, said McMahon, leading 
him to suggest a national saving 
of about $8() million. 
Such 
a 
developm ent 
also 
would reduce a level of con­ 
fusion that is probably un­ 
matched in Americ^an industry, 
involving patient, doctor, hospi­ 
tal, insurer and regulator in an 
inc-oherent babble and shuffling 
of paptTs. 
McMahon concedes that some 
of the efficiencies being in­ 
troduced result from adverse 
public opinion and possible 
governm ent 
action. 
In 
that 
sense, he said, “ competition is 
good.” 
At the sam e time, McMahon 
m aintains that a good deal (tf 
the change is internally mo­ 
tivated by staffs who recognize 
that the role of the hospital is 
changing and that they m ust 
respond to newer demands. 
Years ago, he points out, “ All 
a doctor could do was sit and 
hold the patient's hand and wait 
for m other n ature’s healing 
process. And in the earliest 
days, a patient went to the hos­ 
pital to die rath(T than get 
well.’’ 
By contrast, t(Klay’s hospital, 
with Its expensive technology 
and high op<*rating costs, is seen 
as a facility that must be used 


intensively, not as a rest home 
or 
even 
as a 
recuperative 
facility. 
McMahon m aintains that hos­ 
pitals today are better audited 
medically and financially, that 
doctors often fail to get their 
patients adm itted if the work 
can l)e done elsewhere, that in­ 
surers are refusing to pay for 
unnecessary care, 
and that 
follow-up checks by accredita­ 
tion agencies and others keep 
hospital personnel on their toes. 
McMahtin, of t*ourse, is fight­ 
ing a battle to keep the health 
care industry beyond the long 
arm of government c“ontrol, and 
so can be exptrted to emphasize 
the 
positive 
response 
to 
complaints. 
P'rom this position he insists 
the battle is being won. “ We re 


responding." he said. “ It sug­ 
gests to Congress and others 
that lots of positive activity is 
going on to control costs and 
that we may bring it off without 
additional regulation” 
He feels also that ptH)ple t(xlay 
are 
less 
likely 
to 
rely on 
regulation, having learntnl that 
it som etim es doesn’t solve the 
problem, and may in itself by a 
factor in rising c*osts. 
But. he was asked, what hap­ 
pens if the pressure relaxes“’ 
McMahon insists that efficien­ 
cies would wntinue, 
“ Overutilization of hospitals 
and other health care facilities 
tend to be one of the m ajor 
causes of higher c-osts,” he said, 
and that m eans cuts m ust be 
made everyw here, from front 
office to opt'rating nHini.

The first classes in pharm acy 
were 
given 
in 
the 
U-M 
('hemistr>' Department in 1860. 
Nine 
years 
later, 
in 
1869, 
degrees 
in 
pharm aceutical 
chem istry, the first in the na­ 
tion. 
were 
granted 
to 
23 
students. 13 of whom were 
medical students. 
The Regents set up a separate 
Sch(K)l of Pharm acy in 1876. (Its 
name 
was 
changtni 
to 
the 
College of P harm acy in 1915). 
•Albert Prescott was appointed 
its first dean and was to serve as 
such for 29 years. Prescott was 
both physician and chemist and 
becam e widely known for his 
textb<K>k, “ Qualitative Chemical 
■\nalysis.’’ 
w ritten 
together 
with Prof. Silas Douglass, his 
predecessor 
as 
head 
of 
chemistrv’. 
One of the distinctions of the 
new school was its chem ical 
laboratory, a one-story stru c­ 
ture constructed in 1855 under 
the dirw tion of Prof. Douglass. 
It 
was the 
first 
chem istry 
laboratory in a state university 
\'ictor V’aughan. dean of the U- 
M Mixlical School fmm 1891 to 
1921. 
describ<*d 
it 
in 
his 
m em oirs as “ the largest and 
bt*st equipped chemical labora­ 
tory in the United States, and 
with but one in the world to 
com pare with it — the labora­ 
tory 
of Fresenius at 
Wies­ 
baden” 
The exam ple of the U-M 
spread to other universities. In 
1883 the University «)f W i.sconsin 
established a departm ent of 
pharm acy. 
Indiana, 
Ohio. 
Illinois and others joined in 
swift succession. Opposition to 
the 
academ ically 
oriented 
curriculum remaintKl. however. 
In 1895. the U-M School suc­ 
cessfully braved ridicule and 
opposition by introducing a 
four-year bachelor of science 
degree program to supplement 
the two-year program , thus 
bringing pharm acy on a par 
with 
other 
University 
programs.

curriculum included the in- 
tntduction in 1913 of graduate

The 
bachelor’s 
program 
was 
lengthened to five years in I960 
and a six-year doctor of p h ar­ 
macy program (P harm . D ) 
was introduced. 
Housing for the fledgling 
sch(K»l at first consisted of one 
structure with thrt'e r(K)ms and 
26 
laboratory 
tables. 
The 
College also owTied a p har­ 
m aceutical m useum and a bo­ 
tanical garden which, b>- 1918, 
contained 
25,0(M) 
plants 
representing 
50 
species. 
It 
evolvi'd during the 19.30’s into an 
Ann .\rbor cam pus landm ark, 
the Nichols Arboretum. 
The College has grown from 
seven professors in 1875 to 23 in 
1976. and from an enrollment of 


29 men in 1869 to a current 
yearly 
enrollm ent 
of 
425 
students, 65 per cent of whom 
are women. 


A ffirm ative action had an 
early start at the U-.M College of 
Pharm acy. The sisters .Amelia 
and M ar\ Upjohn, daughters of 
the founder of the Upjohn Com­ 
pany. graduattKl in pharm acy in 
June 1871, just three months 
after the first two women to 
receive degrees at the U niver­ 
sity. 


Other notable graduates of the 
college include Jitsiah K. Lilly, 
grandson of the founder of the 
Eli Lilly Company; John G. 
Searle, grandson of the founder 
of G. D 
Searle; C harles R 
W algreen J r., and C harles R. 
Walgreen, IH, son and grandson 
of the founder of the Walgrtn n 
chain drugstores; and Gregory 
PtHik Sr., father of the actor.
